The report states that the aggregate profit of four large 
packers were $ 1 40,000,000 for the three war years. 


The sum is compared with $19,000,000 as the average 
annual profit for the three years before the war, making 
it appear that the war profit was $121,000,000 greater 
than the pre-war profit. 


This compares a three-year profit with a one-year profit — 
a manifestly unfair method of comparison. It is not only 
misleading, but the Federal Trade Commission apparently 
has made a mistake in the figures themselves. 


The aggregate three-year profit of $ 1 40,000,000 was 
earned on sales of over four and a half billion dollars. It • . 
means about three cents on each dollar of sales — or a mere ;.
